BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

Paint compsn. contains 100 pts. wt . of an urethane compsn. having -NCO or -OH at 
its end and obtd. by reacting a low mol. diol with an urethane prepolymer having - 
NCO at its end and consisting of polyether diol (e.g., polyethylene oxide glycol), 
polyester diol and diisocyanate (e.g., MDI and TDI); 2-100 pts. wt . of fluorine 
resin ; 5-200 pts. wt . of silicone oil (e.g., dimethyl silicone oil and methylphenyl 
silicone oil ) ; and 0.002-20 pts. wt . of halogenating agent. 

Pref. selected polyester diol, polyether diol, diisocyanate and a solvent are 
reacted at 80 deg.C in a dry nitrogen gas for 3 hrs . to prepare urethane prepolymer 
having -NCO at its end. Then the low mol. diol and a solvent is reacted with the 
urethane prepolymer in N gas for 30 mins., obtd. an urethane polymer. A substrate 
is prepd. by blending EPDM 100, Carbon Black 70, mineral oil 35, zinc white 7, 
stearic acid 2, vulcanisation accelerator 2, and sulphur 1.5 at 160 deg.C for 30 
mins. (by pts. wt . ) . 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The paint compsn. is suitable for coating rubber and resin prods, 
etc., providing their surface with coat film of excellent adhesiveness and abrasion 
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
